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The request for reconsideration has been carefully considered but the argument is not persuasive and the final rejection is substained. 
Applicant has attempted to compare the reformed gas of the claimed invention against Examples 2 and 5 of JP 770. Note, Examples 2 
and 5 of JP 770 are not limited to the scope of the invention. JP 770 discloses the method of producing town gas which has the same 
steam/DME ratio and reforming temperature of the claimed invention and therefore, one of ordinary skilled in the art would have expected 
the reforming process produce the same product, H2, C02, CO, H20, and CH4. With respect to the argument that JP 770 fails to 
disclose the reforming reaction as being an exothermic reaction, examiner respectfully disagrees. It is submited that the steam supply by 
itself is not considered to be "endothermic reaction"; however, JP 770 clearly discloses the overall reforming process produce substantial 
amount of heat (See Equations with large negative enthalpy). It is submitted that the reforming of DME and the amount of carburation of 
JP 770 provide a much higher caloric value than conventional reforming methanol (Section 0012, lines 5-12). Note, the overall 
reforming reaction itself produces substantial amount of caloric value or heat, which is highly exothermic. With respect to the the 
argument of water supply in JP 770, JP 770 does not disclose the use of large amount of water If any in the reforming reaction but 
rather the use of steam having DME/ratio of the claimed invention (Abstract). 
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
